A Wilson avenue express train on the 
Northwestern elevated road was wrecked 
last night by colliding with another train 
at the foot of the incline where the cars 
swing into the station on Evanston avenue, 
near Wilson. 
Twenty-five passengers were thrown into 
a panic and a number received bruises 
and cuts. Ejight-year-old Marjorie McGoni- 
gle, daughter of Mae B. McGonigle, was se- 
verely cut over the eye. 
The accident was the result of a mistake 
in signals. Just as an incoming train was 
rounding the curve at Wilson and Evanston 
avenues it was struck by an empty train 
backing from the platform. 
The crash was heard for blocks. The first 
coach of the incoming train was partly tele- 
scoped, but the second received the worst 
of the impact. It was tossed off the track

Car Hangs Over Street. 
The heavy tron fence was torn as ifit were 
wire netting. The car hung over the side- 
walk, supported only by the wreckage of the 
fence anf the couplings connecting with the 
smoker and the third car. 
The motorman on the train which wes 
struck avoided certain death by jumping out 
of his booth. The trains collided just as he 
leaped out, and the man was thrown the 
length of the smoker. He received severe 
bruises About the body. 
The few men who were in the smoker were 
all badly shaken up, but none of them was 
seriously hurt. There were ten or fifteen pas- 
sengers in the second coach, which was all 
but shot through the tron fence. All of them 
were bruised more or less and cut by the 
crashing glass. It was a miracie that none 
was fatally injured. 
Between thirty and forty passengers occu- 
pied the third and rear coach. They were 
caught in the shower of glass from the win- 
dows and many of them received minor cuts 
about the face and hands. In the coach were 
many women, whom the shock of the acci- 
dent affected more than the physical injuries 
they received. 


Passengers Defy Third Rail. ' 
The passengers alighted in the yard and 
threaded their way over the third rails to 
the inner platform, which is connected with 
the street by a viaduct. Many of the passen- 
gers had to be assisted by employés of the 
railroad company. 
The accident, which happened at 11:10 
o’clock, was one of the most peculiar in the 
history of the slevated roads in Chicago. It 
was due to a misunderstanding of signals 
by the motorman of a train which had pre- 
ceded that train puiling into the station.

Brown, the manager of the Jacksonville race- 
track, would let them have the privilege. 

I told Tennes that I felt I could go down 
and change the agreement between Brown 
and the Murphy brothers to @ new agree- 
ment allowing him $100 a day while Payne 
was in business and $200 a day when he quit 
business; which contract was accepted, and 
1 went down there and got it. 

“That contract held unt# the 16th day 
of April, 1010, when. the Jacksonville track 
closed.

‘SUFFRAGE PRIZE 
FOR DEAD AUTHOR 


Minetta Theodora Taylor's 
Hymn Accepted Two Weeks 
After Her Demise. 


Award Is Made Without Jury’s 
Knowledge of Writers, Songs 
Being Numbered. 


New York, Aug. o1,—{ Special. -A poem 
written by Miss Minetta Theodora Taylor, 
educator and author of Greencastle, Ind., has 
been awarded the $100 prize offered by the 
Woman's Suffrage party of New York fora 
national suffrage anthem. Ninety-eight 
poems were submitted in the contest, and 
the one accepted was sent in by the author 
five days before her death, two weeks ago. 
In order that the personality of the writer 
should have no influence in the matter, the 
manuscripts were identified by number and 
the letters accompanying the contributions 
were not opened until the award nad been 
made. The judges in the contest were Mrs. 
William Warner Penfield, Mrs. Ruth Litt, 
Miss Mary Hay, Mrs. Ida Craft, Mrs. A. C. 
Hughston, Mrs. Martha Wentworth Suffren, 
Mrs. Margaret Chamber Aldrich, Mrs. James 
Lees Laidlaw, Mrs. A. C. Fiske, and Mre 
Robert Elder. 
It was stated at the suffrage headquarters 
that the suggestion of a national hymn was 
made by a noted Italian composer and a pupil 
of Mascagni last May after he had wit+ 
nessed the parade of 3,000 suffragists from 
the Waldorf-Astoria as it passed down Fifth 
avenue. 
It is planned to have a well known opera 
singer sing the hymn for the first time in 
public at the city convention in New York 
on Oct. 26.

It 
is just possible that aviators have taken 
women passengers higher than that, but I 
doubt it. Iam sure that Rodgers is the first 
aviator to take his own mother for a ride.“ 

Rodgers expects to fly only two or three 
days more in Chicago. Arrangements are 
under way for a flight by the aviator from 
Chicago to Milwaukee. 


To Fly Along Mississippi. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 27.—Plans for a hydro- 
aeroplane flight in September of not less than 
1,500 miles down the Mississippi river, suf- 
ficient to eclipse the world’s record just 
established by Harry N. Atwood, are well 
under way here. : 

Two courses are under consideration—to 
start at St. Paul and finish at Vicksburg, 
Miss., a distance of 1,511 miles, or to start at 
Dubuque, Ia, and finish at New Orleans, 
1,555 miles. 

The purpose of the flight is to focus atten- 
tion on the Mississippi on the eve of the deep 
waterway convention at Chicago and to ope 
mote aviation interest in the middle west, 
well as to establish a new world’s n — 
distance. 

The flyer, an aviator of national reputa- 
tion, will drive a hydro-aeroplane, which will 
enable him to follow the course of the river 
with impunity, landing on the river surface 
wher fair grounds are not available. 

Plan Air Mail Service. 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—An aerial postal serv- 
ice, the first in Purope, is to be inaugurated 
between Windsor and Londor on Sept. 9. 


Mail collected from several department 
stores in London will be conveyed in aero- 
planes to the ‘Windsor postoffice and thence 
forwarded in the usual manner to its desti- 
nation in any part of the world. 

The service will continue for several days. 
The letters and cards will he postmarked, 
„ First United Kingdom aerial post.“ 

The aerial postage will be higher than the 
ordinary cost and the net profits will be de- 
voted to public charity.

Old Trocadero Still in Use. 


Theaters where enforcement of fire protec- 


tion lawe were found to be lax follow: 

THURSTON’S MUSEUM, State and Van 
Buren streets. 

NATIONAL THEATER, 600 South State 
street. 

CHICAGO THEATER, 614 South State 
street. 

At Thurston's museum the upper floors are 
isolated. There are no attendants to watch 
the exits. This is the old Trocadero theater, 
doomed as a firetrap a year ago. 

Thurston has added to the luridness of the 
front with freak posters, but has failed to 
install the required fire apparatus. Crowds 


of visitors are attractea by the weird music | 


to enter the museum. This theater has only 
one rear exit. This door was closed, but not 
locked, yesterday. 


Remote Exits Small. 

The National and Chicago theaters have 
small rear exits that lead through the actors’ 
dressing rooms into an alley. They are too 
narrow to act as exits fora big crowd. The 
front lobbies are usually crowded. “This 
would hinder a repid exit of persons in the 
theater. 

At a theater at 114 South State street, seat- 
ing 325, Sig Faller, the manager, said: 

“Our firm does not allow crowds to stand 
in front of exits nor do we allow any standing 
room.” 

The house has two rear extfts leading direct 
to an alley and could be emptied m less than 
two minutes, according to Mr. Faller. An 
investigation showed all attendants at their 
posts of duty. : 

A smal) theater at 58 West Madison street 
is equipped to comply with the ffre ordi- 
nances. A theater at 79 West Madison street 
is open twelve hours dally, with short inter- 
missions. They have two rear exits leading 
to an alley. Theaters at @ West Madison 
street and at 66 West Madison street run 
continually from 10 in the morning until 11 
clock at night. Both have rear exits. 

“Six months ago we proved how efficient 
our fire crew is here,“ asserted E. J. Barrett, 
manager of the theater at 66 West Madison 
street. There was 4 fire next door to our 
place and we emptied the house in two min- 
utes.” 

Authorities Keep Close Watch. 

“We keep close watch on these small pic- 
ture bouses, said Fire Marshal Charles F. 
Seyferlich. 

“All moving picture thaters must a 
rear entrances. They are required to send 
in a weekly report. The fire ordinances are 
enforced.” 

Robert Knight, deputy building commis- 
sioner, said strict enfobcement of the fire 
protection laws has made most Chicago thea- 


ters safe. 
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„Our men are out inspecting these theaters 
all the time sald Mr. Knight. “I think 
that the moving picture theaters are in good 
shape now, and most of them have ample 
exits.’ 

Stanley H. Twist member of a firm of film 
producers, said there was little chance of a 
serious panic in Chicago theaters. 

„ Chicago’s moving picture theaters are 
the safest in the country,.“ sald Mr. Twist.

SEEK LIGHT ON F FILM TRAGEDY. 

Canonsburg. Pa., Aug. 27.— [Special. I—4 
searcning investigation has been begun into 
the catastrophe that cost twenty-six lives, 
drove one woman insane, and caused injuries 
to nearly sixty persons during a panic in 
the Canonsburg Opera house last night. In- 
formation shows the tragedy to have been 
inexcusable and Coroner James T. Heffran 
intends to go to the bottom of the affair in 
an effort to fix responsibility. 

The coroner arrived at the opera house 
early today and within a short time had se- 
lected a jury. He was shown through the 
opera house by Manager C. F. Ferguson and 
John C. Morgan, owner of the bullding, and 
announced he would hold the inquest here 
next Thursday or Friday. Coroner Hei- 
ran will summon the Pennsylvania depart- 
ment of factories and building inspection to 
ascertain whether the laws of the state have 
been followed. 


No Flash; No Sign of Fire. 

Tt has developed that there was no flash. 
nor was there the slightest sign of fire. 
Manager Ferguson explained that when the 
film broke a bright light was thrown on the 
screen. A frightened boy imagined it was 
fire. 

When the moving picture machine de- 
veloped this slight defect there was a click.” 
The boy shouted “ Fire!” at the same time 
starting for the narrow exit.. Bolus Dubrow- 
ski, a miner and a giant, Jumped from his 
seat and ran for the same exit. In a moment 
there was a fighting, struggling mass after 
him. At the head of the narrow stairway 
which led to the street the miner tripped. 

Dubrowski’s flight was the beginning of 
the death struggling jam at the foot ot the 
stairs. The bodies clogged the doorway. 
Men walkea over them and fought for posi- 
tions of safety until, ovérwhelmed by the 
moving mase behind, they, too, were crushed 
down to death. 


Illinois Woman Made Insane. 

Mrs. Minnie Lemon.of Lawrenceville, IIL, 
became violently insane as the result of her 
experiences. She was a spectator at the show 
and was caught in the crush.

Charging that the refusal of State Trees- 
urer Edward Mitchell to turn over his pay- 
roll accounts to the civil service commission 
is a “ family arrangement between certain 
state officials to dodge the civil service laws. 
Attorney Robert Catherwood told yesterday 
of his reasons Tor filing a petition for man- 
damus against the state treasurer Saturday. 

The petition was file at Springfield in be- 
half of the Chicago Civil Service Reform-as- 
sociation, of which Attorney Catherwood is 
president. Herbert E. Fleming, president 
ot the association, is also named as @ plain- 

tiff. 

Atterney Catherwood declared that State 
Treasurer Mitchell's refusal to turn over his 
payroll to the commission is made on the 
' ground that all the employés in the state 
treasurer's office are clerks and watchmen,” 
who are exempt from civil service. He as- 
serted that this ie not true and that there is 
only one employé in the office who could 
come under such a classification. 


Sees a “Family Arrangement.” 
Before the civil service law was passed 


last y clerks and watchmen were ex- 
empted from coming under it by an amend- 
ment. This amendment, Attorney Cather- 


wood asserted, was secured by the state offl- 
clals who are now interested in having as 
many employés in their respective offices as 
possible declared “ clerks ‘and watchmen,” 

Recently the state auditor of public ac- 
counts began suit against Mitchell to de- 
termine whether or not the employés in the 
latter’s office could be classified as “ clerks 
and watchmen.”’ This action Attorney Cath- 

erwood termed a family arrangement be- 
tween the two offices.”

Makes His Charge Specific. 
The charges follow: 

That thirteen insane patients whose 
qualification for work was that they had 
no friends were ordered to Oak Forest in 
+ Violation of the law against patients doing 
manual work there. * 

That the provisions of the civil service 
jaw were ignored whenever they conflict- 
ed with the desire of Mr. Bartzen to re- 
ward his friends. 

That when Mr. Bartzen found that some 
of his politica! friends were not attracted 
by the pay and the work of attendants 
at Dunning, they were made clerks at 
$100 a month. ‘ 

That while Mr. Bartzen was leay ing no 
effort unmade to discover cruelty to pa- 
tients at Dunning, he refused to consider 
evidences of cruelty in à specific case at 
the Detention hospital. 

That Mr. Bartzen himself set a bad 
example to attendants by his language 
to insane patients at Dunning. 


Orders Patients to Labor. 
“I protested when James M. Slattery or- 
dered me to send eight patients to Oak For- 
est to do sewer construction work and five 
more to do farm work. Dr. Pei vai said 
last night. The patients were selected 
because they had no friends to object. My 
protest did no good. The proceeding was 
in violation of the law. 
One day we telegraphed to Ohio for an 
attendant who wasom the eligible list, but the 
next day Bartsen gave the place to a former 
patient of the Oak Forest infirmary, a man 
60 years old, who had but one leg. 
In another instance, a Mrs. LingfielM was 
appointed to the position of nurse regardless 
of the fact that there was an eligible list or 
the fact that she had not taken the physical 
examination. I asked ‘her to resign three 
months ago, because she was unfit for service 
as a nurse, but she was reinstated the day i 
left. 


Bartzen Fixes the Wages. 
“Two-thirds of the attendants there are 
inexperienced. Many of them have been put 
back on duty after being suspended for 
érinking or other violations of the rules. They 
know their influehce and consequently they 
demoralize the staff by doing as they please. 
“The wages of attendants are not fixed by 
order of the superintendent at Dunning. Mr. 
Bartzen orders wages paid the attendants, 
not in accordance with their length of serv- 
ice, or the satisfaction they have given, but 
in accordance with a standard of his own. 
“It cannot be said that Mr. Bartzen has 
always been a good example to attend- 
ants during his visits at Dunning.

MADERO T0 BE NAMED TODAY 


Nomination for Presidency of 
Mexico. Almost Certain. 


MANY PARTIES IN FIELD. 


Only Two Other Men Aspire to Be 
Chief Magistrate. 


Mexico City, Aug. 27.—Francisdo I. Madero 
will be nominated tomorrow for the presi- 
dency by delegates representing 1,500 clube 
in the national convention of the Progressive 
party unless something unthought of hap- 
pens. 

Tonight no names but that of Madero are 
suggested for the presidency, but four names 
will doubtless be placed before the conven- 
tion for the vice presidency. 

Iglesias Calderon, who recently organized 
the Libera! party, which now apears ready 
to support Madero if given the vice presi- 
dency, is a candidate. 

Six parties and two or three other or- 
ganizations with ambitions to attain the dig- 
nity of that character have appeared, but 
it seems certain that only three will have 
presidential candidates in the race.

LISBON, Aug. 27.—The political situation 
in Portugal is taking a serious turn. The 
Re lican party is completely divided.

Forty 
thousand cork cutters, lightermen, and gen- 
eral dock workers are now out. The Diaro 
Noticas reports that at Moita, Almada, Alde- 
gallega Alcohete, and other villages oppo- 
site Lisbon, which are centers of the cork 
cutting industry, the people are abandoning 
their homes in fear of sabotage. Acts of vio- 
lence already have been perpetrated. Official 
buildings are closed and guarded by the mil 
tary and the streets aré patrolled by the 
troops.

WILL YIELD NO RIGHTS. 


Optimism Returns with Public- 
ity of Instructions Given 
M. Cambon. 


(BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Aug. 27.—During the last week the 
general councils of the departments have 
been holding meetings. The speeches of the 
department presidents and the votes of con- 
fidence in the government show the national 
feeling perhaps better than the parliament 
or the Paris press. They prove that Agedir 
has fajled to perturb the country to any such 
extent as did Tangier, A few quotations will 
illustrate this. 

Etienne Clementel, president of the Gepart- 
ment of Puy de Dome, said: France may 
sometimes have yielded to the illusion of 


universal peace, but she has now ceased to 


oonsider a European conflict an impossibil- 
ity.” 
Country Against Sacrifice. 

Raymond Poincaire, president of the Meuse, 
said: “The country only claims the sacri- 
fice of none of her righta. She will not give 
more than she will receive.” 

Ernest Valle of the Marne said: Peace 
is only valuable if we keep with it our legiti- 
mate pride and untouched dignity. It is bet- 
ter to face the greatest hazards than to lose 
& particle of that precious patrimony.” 

However, optimism again rules now that 
the cabinet has drawn up written instruc- 
tions to Am r Jules Cambon, with 
which he will meet Vom Kiderlin-Waechter, 
the German min of foreign relations 


Instructions to Cambon. 
These instructions are understood, to insist 
that Germany recognize French protectorate 
in Morocco, subject to the approval of the 


signers of the Algeciras treaty. Secondly, 


they are to grant to Germany special com- 
mercial advantages in Morocco; and, thirdly, 
to offer moderate compensation in the Congo, 
which are to be increased if Germany con- 
cedes territory in the same district. 

No difficulty is expected in the two nations 
reaching an agreement on the first two 
clauses, but the third seems to leave the 
Congo question in much the same position 
as before. So it is difficult to see the ground 
for optimism. Nevertheless; according to 
French correspondents at Berlin, there are 
signe of the tension relaxing there. 

The Lokal Anzeiger’s denial that Germany 
demands more than half of the Congo is most 
favorably received at Paris. France, how- 
ever, will need some persuasion before she 
accepts the Tunisification of Morocco as an 
equivalent for the session of any part of the 
Congo.

SUPREME ORDEAL 


Prosecution’s Chief Guns to 
Be Trained Upon Young 
Virginian This Week, 


HIS NERVE FAILING HIM. 


tate Will Seek to Establish 
Motive for Killing of 
Young Wife. 


Riehmond, Va.. Aug. 27.—{ Special. Henry 
Clay Beattie Jr. in the Richmond jai! today 
held a long conference with his lawyers, 
Herry L. Smith Jr. and Hill Carter, at which 
the details of the issue which means life or 
death to him were discussed. 

The conference was designed to fortify 
Beattie against the ordeal of the next two 
days. For within that time the common- 
wealth will either have built up such an over- 
whelming engine of testimony against the 
young fellow that nothing interposed by the 
defense can check it, or the two chief wit- 
nesses upon Whom the commonwealth’s at- 
jorneys are relying for this final effort will 
dave failed them, and there will be & chance 
that the jurors may have instilled into their 
minds such reasonable doubt that acquit- 

tal or disagreement will result. 

Beattie knows the test is coming tomorrow 
and Tuesday. The remarkable nerve which 

bas supported heretofore began to break yes- 
‘terday, and at the close of the session when 
a storm came up he seemed near a break- 
down. 
Faces a Trying Ordeal. 

The result of the first week of the trial 
has been serious for Beattie, and before the 
prosecution rests its case there will be much 
graver concern in his mind. He must know 
that all his lawyers have to build on in his 
defense is the weird story of a tall, whis- 
kered man suddenly stepping out of the 
shadows of the forest on Midlothian pike 
and without reason, almost without words, 
gs Beattie has told the story, slaying his 
wife as she sat by his side in an automobile. 
When Beattie’s counsel attempts to defend 
this story—the only line of defense that seems 
to be indicated now—they will be undertak- 
ing a difficult task, in the opinion of ob- 
servers. 

As the case stands now the prosecution 

has completed its task of pointing out the 
contradictions and incongruities in Beattie’s 
story. That was its first undertaking. The 
gecond is the first step in constructive testi- 
mony. This will be the introduction of evi- 
gence directly fixing the purchase of the shot- 
gun, which is claimed to be the weapon of 
Assault, upon Henry Beattie. The third and 
last step in the prosecution will be to estab- 
lish a motive for the crime. 
Through Paul Beattie, cousin of the ac- 
cused, the prosecution willefirst identify the 
shotgun as that in the possession of the 
prisoner three days before July 18, the time 
ofthe murder. Paul Beattie will testify that 
his cousin told him to buy a cheap shotgun. 


Shells and Shot in Evidence, 

Paul Beattie did buy a.shotgun and three 
yellow shelis. This was at Henry’s dietation. 
The shells were loaded with No. 6 shot. 
Several No. 6 birdshot from the skull of Mrs. 
Beattie are in evidence, as well as two yellow 
ghells. One is the exploded shell found in the 
breech of the gun, and one, unexploded, was 
picked up three days after the murder in the 
brush about seventy feet from the spot where 
the murder was committed. 

The line of constructive evidence that the 
prosecution will advance dealing with the 
establishment of a motive will be the intro- 
duction of testimony by Beulah Binford and 
her mother.

Philadelphia, Pa. Aug. 27.—[Speclal. I The 
aura which seientists have discovered sur- 
rounds the human body it is now believed 
may prove a great help in the treatment of 
consumption. 

Dr. Arthur W. Yale, a tuberculosis special- 
ist, advances this theory. In a recent test 
Dr. Yale examined a patient's chest through 
& glass slide. The aura was perfectly vis!- 
ble, and un@er the left shoulder was broken, 
seemingly indicating that this part of the 
chest was where the tuberculosis tissue was. 
Reference to the patient's chart, made after 
a physical examination, bore out the “ aura 
diagnosis. 

Dr, Yale intends to continue his experi- 
ments, believing they may aid him in mak- 
ing a correct diagnosis when treating tuber- 
culosis by indicating the position of the dis- 
eased lung lesions. This ig on the theory that 
wherever the body is diseased there is a 
break in the aura. 


More Distinct in Woman than Man. 

Philadelphia physicians recently were 
given a demonstration by Dr. Yale of the 
aura. An artist's model, a girl of 20, was 
Obtained as a. subject. The aura is 
more distinct in a woman than in a man for 
some reason unexplained. The room was 
darkened so that all chagce of a shadow 
falling on the model was removed. The doc- 
tors say that after a few moments had passed 
the girl's boéy was surrounded by a nebulous 


the body. 

After the eye had been accustomed to the 
extreme limit of its vision the lenses were 
dispensed with and the unaided. sight dis- 
cerned the aura's bluish glow. 


Visible in Three Distinct Parts. 

Th aura is visible in three distinct parts: 
First, next to the body a dark band a quar- 
ter of an inch wide; second, the inner aura 
or band of light, and finally, the outer aura. 
Dr. Yale at times drew his finger along the 
undraped figure of the model and the aura 
followed it. 

Some of the observers noticed there were 
distinct bands of light between the doctor's 
finger tips and the body of the model. With- 
drawal! of the hand seemed té pull the haze 
away from the body, causing a decided change 
of shape in the aura. Later it resumed its 
original position.

GET BATH ROOMS 


State Inspector Alarmed at 
Number of Occupational 
Diseases Found. 


DRASTIC ORDER SENT OUT 


Brushes and Two Compart- 
ment Clothes Lockers on 
Required List. 


Cleanliness, es a scientific safecuard 
against occupational diseases, is to be en- 
forced at once in Mlinois by Edgar T. Davies, 
state factory inspector. 

Manual workers in factories and other es 
tablishments are to be compelled to wash 
properiy before eating hunch and also before 
leaving the place of their employment. 

Dressing rooms and lavatories containing 
apigot basins with adequate washing facili- 
ties, including hot and cold waten dean 
towels, soap, nail brushes, and shower baths, 
must be maintained for the employés. The 
éreesing rooms must be furnished with lock- 
ers, consisting of two compartments, one 
for the working clothes and the other for 
the street clothes. 

All sweeping and cleaning. as far as possi- 
bie, must be done outside the regular work- 
ing hours, and no sweeping must be done 
without frst dampening the floors. 

These orders will be issued today by the 


large employers. Mr. Davies completed a 
gweeping inspection on Saturday of many 
factories and large places of employment 
throughout the state. He decided drastic ac- 
thon was necessary to reduce the number of 
ecoupationa] diseases ‘ 

Sixty Cases in One Plant. 

Sixty victims of plumbisin—lead poison- 
ing—were discovered last week at the fac- 
tory of the Pullman Palace Car company, 
the factory inspector said. -He ordered an 
immediate change of the character of em- 
ployment of each employe found to be suf- 
fering. from the industrial plague. 

Government statistics show that almost 
as many men are infected with different oo- 
cupationa! diseases a* with tuberculosis, Mr. 
Davies deciared. 

Besides the lavatory and dressing room 
equipment that the factory inspector ordered 
te Pullman company to install, safety ap- 
pliances were demanded that will cost 8108, - 
% These equipments consist of new ma- 
chines, new floors, stairways, respirators, 
ventilating ces, and fire protection ap- 
para tus. : 

“The country is just awakening to the 
fact that the health, safety, and comfort of 
men working in factories, shops, foundries, 
and other like places must be considered,” 
said Mr. Davies. “The cost will, of course, 
fall on the corporations. Much of it may 
seem unnecessary and appear to be antag- 
gnism, but the alarming deatt. rate from oc- 
cupational diseases has warranted the ac- 
tion. 

“I can positively say that the death rate 
in Ulinots has decreased 300 per cent since 
this safety movement has got under way, 
which has been within the last decade.

“The Juvenile court is a new institution 
and like all new institutions has ita de 


on the question of more judges brought up 
by Mr. Dunn. This is being considered with 
the other problems. In our study of local 
conditions we are taking a special course 
in the juvenile laws of other states. We 
may find in them points that will strengthen 
the aystem in Chicago. 


Quality Need in Officers. 

“Mr. Dunn said that probation officers are 
handling on an average ninety wards each.
